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(Parnassia palustris,) bogs, frequent in the north* 
Hyssop leaved Purple Loosestrife, ( Lythrum hys . 
sopifolium,) moist places, east of England ; Clus- 
tered Alpine Saxifrage ( Saxifraga nivalis,) Welsh 
and Highland mountains; Yellow Marsh Saxifrage, 
(&. Hirculus,) very rare, wet moors, Cheshire, 
Yorkshire; Wild Celery, ( Apium graveolens,) 
marshy places near the sea, banks of the Wye; Slen- 
der Hare’s ear, ( Bupleurum tenuissimum,) salt 
marshes, Cheshire, south and east of England ; 
Falcate leaved Hare’s ear, (B. falcatum,) plenti- 
ful about Essex ; Sea Samphire, (Crithmum mari- 
timnm ,) roclos by the sea side ; Prickly Lettuce, 
( Lactuca Scariola ,) waste ground, Cambridge- 
shire and Essex ; Alpine Saussurea, ( Saussurea 
afpina,) moist alpine rocks, Snowdon ; Brown 
Radiant Knapw r eed, ( Centaurea jacea,) hedges 
and w 7 aste places, Sussex ; Flaxleaved Goldilocks, 
(Linosyris vulgaris,) rocky places, Devon ; Sea 
side cotton weed, ( Biotis maritima ,) sandy sea 
shores east and south of England ; Field Southern- 
wood, (Artemesia campestris,) rare, dry sandy 
heaths, Norfolk ; American Cudweed, ( Gnaplia - 
Hum margaritacum,) moist meadows, Essex, 
south Wales, &c. ; Canada Fleabane, ( Erigeron 
Canadensis,) waste and cultivated ground ; Corn 
bell Flower, ( Campanula hybridal) corn fields, 
south of England ; Round headed Rampion, 
( Phyteuma orbiculare,) chalky soils south of 
London ; Water Lobelia, ( Lobelia dortmanna,) 
Lakes, north of England.
